CAL  RECORDER  (N.  C.)  raising  some 
question  about  this  organization.

nected  with  Southern  Baptist  foreign 
missraas.  Along  with  more  than  100 
other  BiLsaaoaarica,  active  and  retired, 
he  was  invited  by  the  SBC  Poreiga 
Missian  Baard  ta  go  lo  Ridgeciest.  To 
the  surpriae  of  all  but  hinself,  be  ac> 
cepted. 

Dr.  Chastain  was  not  sure  he  could 
survive  a  train  or  automobile  trip  from 
Sooth  Mississippi  to  Rkfgecrcst.  He  now 
lives  with  his  son.  Dr.  F.  Jndson 
Chastain,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  Poplarville. 

A  plane  trip  was  the  only  other  way 
to  come.  Never  having  travelled  by  air. 
the  aged  misaiewary  was  fearfhi.  Bet 
having  given  moat  af  hia  ninety  seven 
years  to  miasioaary  eadcavar,  he  stoi- 
caUy  said.  "I’U  try  it.  If  the  ptane 
wrecks  ar  1  fail  to  aarvive  the  trip 
yea  can  know  1  am  doing  it  far  mis-

Carpamrr.  editor  af  the  BIBLICAL

1  have  written  other  sources  about 
this  society.  Dr.  Louie  Newton’s  aaaae 
was  used  by  Mr.  Kerechun.  Dr.  Newton 
says  that  after  careful  iaveatigatiaa, 
including  the  opinion  of  the  American 
Bible  Society,  his  church  declined  to 
co-operate  with  the  Easaiaa  Bible  So¬ 
ciety.  Dr,  J.  M.  Dawson,  executive 
director  of  the  Baptiat  Joiet  Oaaamiltee 
on  Public  Affairs,  says.  “The  Russian 
Bible  Scciety  affords  ua  considerable 
embarrassment  since  it  is  net  recog¬ 
nized  by  any  of  our  Baptist  Conventions 
or  agencies  and  has  been  disavowed 
by  the  American  Bible  Society.** 

Since  these  facts  lead  us  to  doubt 
thi«  organixatioo  and  cause  us  to  wonder 
if  the  fuads  arc  really  being  used  for 
the  furthcraace  of  the  gospri,  either  in 
Russia  or  anywhere  else,  and  since  our 
churches  have  plenty  of  worthy  causes 
to  support,  1  am  hoping  that  others  will 
this  word  of  caution  sad  profit 
by  my  experience.  The  Aaaerican  Bible 
Society  is  doing  a  good  work  and  is 
worthy  of  the  support  of  any  church 
that  wants  to  help  put  the  Word  of  God 
in  the  hands  of  others. 
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questions  dealmg  with  local  enuren 
musk  program  and  special  music  for 
the  choirs.

McKinney  and  W.  Hines  Sims.- 

THE  CHURCH  MUSICIAN  wiU  serve 
a  dual  purpose.  Each  issue  will  carry 
feature  articles  on  many  phases  of 
church  musk  and  also  enough  special 
choir  musk  for  a  month.  Thus  the  aau- 
skians  of  the  church  will  be  able  to  keep 
abreast  of  the  times  musically,  be  com¬ 
pletely  informed  as  to  programs,  pro¬ 
cedures,  techniques,  uictkods,  materials, 
a  multitude  of  interesting  articles  on 
varioiH  subjects,  and  have  to  additton 
enough  special  music  for  a  month. 

THE  CHURCH  MUSICIAN  wiB  be  so 
arranged  that  the  musk  sectiou  may 
be  easily  resaoved,  catalsged.  aad  IBed 
to  the  music  lihrary  for  Atourc  use. 
Bach  wiB  have  the  valuable  musical  in- 
forssatum  aud  a  copy  af  the  special 
music.

But  1**  miles  from  New 

Orleans,  the  nearest  passenger  air¬ 
port  How  to  get  there?  His  preacher 
sen  solved  that  one.  He  provided  an 
asahulance  froaa  Poplarville  to  New 
Ortoans.  Another  amkulssce  was  wait¬ 
ing  when  the  plane  arrived  at  Ashe¬ 
ville. 

Dr.  Chastato  went  to  Mexico  as  a 
missionary  to  IM  at  the  age  of  34. 
On  his  way  to  Saltillo,  Mexico,  he  was 
requested  by  his  misska  board  to  meet 
two  young  lady  missionaries  from  Vir¬ 
ginia,  to  serve  as  their  escort,  an 
early  American  custom,  long  outmoded 
aod  obsolpte.  He  met  them  to  New  Or¬ 
leans  BUT  ia  less  than  three  weeks  he 
had  persuaded  one.  Miss  LilBan  Wright, 
to  become  his  bride. 

Altogether  he  spent  thirty  yenrs  as  a 
missioBary  to  Mexico,  reechiog  remote 
viUages  on  foot,  mulcback  and  by  train, 
which  auu  a  cootrast  wkk  his  present 
mode  of  travel  to  Ridgecrest. 

He  returned  to  the  United  States,  not 
because  of  age,  but*  because  of  the 
Mexkau  Revoluttoa  of  1917. 

But  a  mere  revolution  could  not  stop 
a  man  who  had  dedkated  his  life  to 
missions.  It  conM  only  change  his  loca¬ 
tion.  Upon'  returning  to  the  United 
States,  he  was  soon  employed  by  the 
Hbme  Missfon  Board  to  edit  a  Spanish 
language  Baptist  paper  in  Cuba.  Three 
years  later  the  board  asked  him  to 
serve  as  a  missionary  to  the  Spanish 
speaking  people  in  Tampa,  Florida. 
After  seven  years  to  Tampa,  at  the 
age  of  74,  he  retired. 

But,  according  to  Dr.  Chastain,  when 
missiens  gets  in  your  blood  yon  can’t 
get  it  ont.  So  he  has  jost  kept  on 
being  a  missionary  without  salary. 

While  living  with  his  son  at  Letand, 
Mississippi,  be  found  a  golden  mis- 
sionery  opportunity.  Every  faH  thous¬ 
ands  of  Mexkan  laborers  come  to 
that  sectioB  to  ptefc  cotton.  Knowing 
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their  language  and  customs  aad  hav¬ 
ing  spent  39  years  to  their  land,  the 
veocrable  aaisstooary  was  able  to 
preoeh  to  nmre  Mexicans  to  the  Mis- 
sissjppt  DeRa  than  he  had  when  on  foU- 
ttoae  duty  to  Mexko. 

Later  hia  preacher  son  moved  to 
another  section  of  Mississippi.  Cotton 
was  not  so  plentiful  and  no  Mexkan 
pickers  came. 

But  eighty -y  car -old  missionaries  do 
not  want  to  quit  sod  they  rarely  do. 
Lcnrntog  that  there  were  saaay  Mexi¬ 
cans  and  other  Speoish-  spesktog  pesple 
to  New  Orleaao,  a  mere  27S  sailes  away. 
Dr.  Chastain  made  frequent  trips  there. 
Celmeum  Place  Baptist  Church  offered 
the  use  of  its  bascsscuL  A  mitstou  was 
orgonoed.  at  cxpenac  ouly  to  htassclf. 
Dr.  Chastato  made  regular  trips  to 
New  Orleans  to  preach  to  the  Spoaiah- 
speaktog  pesple.

It  wUl  be  known  as  the  Conaer- 
TatlTe  Baptist  Theological  Seminary, 
and  will  operate  on  the  graduate  level 
only,  offering  Bachelor  of  Divinity 
and  Doctor  of  Theology  degrees. 

Dr.  Hale  V.  Davis,  former  presi¬ 
dent  of  Oklahoma  Baptist  Univer¬ 
sity,  has  been  named  acting  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  seminary  which  will 
serve  churches  affiliated  with  the 
Conservative  Baptist  movement.

Uou  an  example.  Out  ot  his  own 
»alary  of  J2.000  a  year,  he  returned 
1200  to  the  church.  "We  are  what  we 
are  because  God  created  us,"  he  said, 
“aud  lor  our  love  for  the  Lord,  tith¬ 
ing  should  only  be  the  minimum  of 
what  you  do." 

Farmer  Ralph  Waldo  Moore  pon¬ 
dered  these  words  for  the  best  part 
of  two  years.  Then  one  day  he  walked 
into  the  Waldron  State  Bank  and 
handed  over  to  Cashier  Virgil  Roberts 
a  check  for  $580.  “ThU  is  for  the 
church,  VirgU."  he  said.  “I  want  to  . 
start  tithing." 

The  ball  had  been  set  rolling.  Farm 
prices  were  riding  high,  and  other 
farmers  began  to  tithe.  This  week 
Pastor  Rushford  preached  his  first 
sermon  in  a  bright  new  church,  com¬ 
plete  with  a  modem  kitchen,  social 
room,  children’s  department,  and  a 
80-lt.  spire.  The  church  cost  $100,- 
000;  of  thU,  $60,000  is  already  In  the 
btuik,  and  the  remaining  $40,000  Is 
scheduled  to  be  paid  off  within  five 
years. 

The  building  of  the  new  church  has 
been  a  shot  In  the  arm  for  the  con¬ 
gregation:  the  past  year  has  shown 
a  100  per  cent  Increttoe  In  attendance 
of  young  adults,  and  church  attend¬ 
ance  has  Increased  25  per  cent.  Be¬ 
sides  their  tithes  and  contributions, 
Shelby  county  farmers  cooperatively 
grew  $1,100  worth  of  .soybeans  for  the 
church  last  year  on  a  42-acre  plot  of 
rented  land. 

Looking  out  over  his  323  acres  of 
prosperous  farm  land  last  week,  54- 
year -old  Ralph  Moore  tried  to  explain 
how  he  felt  about  tithing.  "I  studied 
It  out  and  figured  I  couldn’t  do  any¬ 
thing  more  important  ...  I  began 
to  realize  that  the  church  is  our  only 
hope  I  got  to  thinking  that  If  all  the 
nations  had  a  little  more  Christianity, 
we  might  be  able  to  avoid  World  War 
I  got  to  thinking  that  If  all  mem¬ 
bers  tithed,  there  wouldn’t  be  any 
more  financial  difficulties  In  our 
churches.  Then  our  churches  would 
become  strong,  and  a  strong  church 
Would  be  our  future.  I  got  to  thinking 
that  if  we  didn’t  have  a  future,  what  a 
terrible  thing  It  would  be.

TUPELO,  FIRST  TO  HAVE 
CENTENNIAL  CELEBRATION 

-f-  - 

The  First  Church,  Tupelo,  will  cele¬ 
brate  its  centennial  on  August  20. 

A  booklet  giving  the  history  of  the 
church  during  its  100  years  has  been  pre¬ 
pared.  Records  of  the  early  years  had 
been  lost  long  ago,  but  in  seeking  in¬ 
formation  hrom  older  members  of  the 
church,  the  pastor.  Dr.  H.  R.  Holcomb 
learned  that  in  1917  when  the  cornerstone 
was  broken  open,  a  written  history  had 
been  placed  inside  before  the  corner¬ 
stone  was  resealed.  A  brief  history  and  a 
few  records  were  found  when  be  br<die 
open  the  stone. 

It  stated  that  the  contents,  along  with 
up-to-date  history  of  the  church,  would 
be  resealed  in  the  concrete. 

Prepared  by  Mrs.  Jean  Holcomb  of 
Tupelo,  the  booklet  shows  that  the  first 
church  was  a  small  log  cabin  about 
three  miles  northwest  of  the  present 
site  of  Tupelo,  and  at  that  time  was 
included  in  Pontotoc  County.  The  initial 
service  was  held  on  August  19,  1851,  by 
Rev.  Elijah  Smith,  with  14  member* 
attending.  J.  O.  R.  Word  was  the  first 
clerk. 

At  that  time  there  was  no  Lee  County 
and  no  Tupelo.  The  chyrcb  was  almost 
on  the  border  of  Lee  and  Itawamba 
Counties,  according  to  the  records. 

A  red  brick  church  was  constructed 
in  1899,  and  the  present  one,  1917. 

The  Tupelo  Church  was  used  at 
various  times  a  a  circuit  court,  Coiifed- 
erate  hospital,  school  house,  and  Ma- 
sonTc  Hall— all  while  serving  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  a  church.  All  denominations  wor¬ 
shipped  in  the  church .  for  there  was 
none  other  until  1869. 

The  log  cabin  was  used  frequently  by 
Gen.  N?  B.  Forrest  and  Gen.  Braxton 
Bragg  as  a  headquarters  and  hospital.

Said  Dr.  C.  O.  Johnston,  Baptist 
World  Alliance  President: 

“I  can’t  see  why  the  railroads  can 
run  trains  on  time  but  we've  moat 
always  behlikl  time.” 

One  speaker  who  had  only  fiee 
minutes  on  the  program,  when  ap¬ 
plauded  said,  “You  are  taking  part 
of  my  time.  Please  don’t  applaud.* 
The  Baptist  pastors  of  St.  Louis, 
both  white  and  Negro  presented  a 
watch  to  Dr.  Johnston,  the  Alliance 
President.  The  watch  was  diamond 
studded.  A  member  of  Dr.  Johnston*! 
church  presented  a  basket  of  flow¬ 
ers.  He  said,  “I  carried  these  flow¬ 
ers  In  this  morning  but  I  didn't  know 
that  they  were  to  be  given  to  me." 

One  hotel  man  remarked  that  eve¬ 
rywhere  you  look  there  was  a  Bap¬ 
tist. 

Everybody  at  Cleveland  seemed  to 
be  most  cordial.  Even  the  hotels, 
whlcH  usually  charge  for  every  serv¬ 
ice,  were  most  gracious.  We  went  Into 
the  hotel  flower  shop  and  called  for 
a  flower.  After  It  was  placed  on  the 
lapel  of  my  coat,  the  clerk  said.

ANCIENT  BIBLE 
MANUSCRIPT  discovered 

ALEXANDRIA— <RNS)—EgypUan  and 
American  •cbolam  engaged  in  micro¬ 
filming  ancient  documents  in  St  Catb- 
erine’s  Monastery  on  Mt.  Sinai  have 
discovered  what  is  believed  to  be  the 
oldest  copy  of  the  New  Testament  in 
Greek  and  Syriac. 

Written  09  gazelle’g  hide,  the  manu¬ 
script  dates  from  the  fourth  century 
and  includes  a  translation  of  the  Bible  ia 
Arabic,  written  over  the  Greek  teat 
and  on  the  margiiu.  The  manuscript  is 
also  crammed  with  the  story  of  early 
Christian  saints. 

According  to  Dr.  Wendell  Philipps  of 
Philadelphia,  president  of  the  American 
Foundation  for  the  Study  of  Man,  the 
manuscript  is  worth  a  million  dollars. 
The  foundation  undertook  the  expoditkm 
on  behaif  of  the  Library  of  Congress 
which  ordered  the  microfilming  of  more 
than  500,000  pages  of  ancient  manu¬ 
scripts  in  what  is  believed  to  be  the 
world’s  oldest  Christian  monastery. 

Experts  here  believe  the  discovery  to 
be  the  most  important  in  early  religious 
literature.

Christian  Baptism 

Whether  in  a  mountain  stream  or 
In  the  artistically  designed  baptistry 
of  a  city  church,  Christian  baptism  Is 
never  without  appeal.  The  unusual 
sight  of-  adult  people  going  down  Into 
water  Is  either  lofty  in  its  signi¬ 
ficance  or  absurd;  but  before  con¬ 
cluding  anything  dogmatically,  note 
what  the  Bible  Itself  has  to  say  on 
the  subject. 

1.  Jesus  Christ  himself  was  baptized 
at  the  age  of  SO  by  John  the  Baptist. 
Jesus  Identified  himself  In  baptism 
with  the  lost,  sinful,  humanity  he 
had  come  to  save.  He  Insisted  that 
John  baptize  him  "for  thus  it  be- 
cometh  us  to  fulfill  all  righteous¬ 
ness"  (Matt.  3:15). 

2.  The  early  churches  continued  the 
ordinance  of  baptism  as  the  first  re¬ 
ligious  act  for  every  new  convert. 
When  Deacon  Philip  baptized  the 
treasurer  of  Ethiopia,  “they  went 
down  both  Into  the  water,  both  Philip 
and  the  eunuch;  and  he  baptized 
him”  (Act  8:38).  This  followed  im¬ 
mediately  upon  the  Ethiopian  enuch’s 
confession,  "I  believe  that  Jesus 
Cnirlst  is  the  Son  of  Ood.” 

3.  Even  a  cursory  reading  of  the 
New  Testament  reveals  four  salient 
features  concerning  scriptural  bap¬ 
tism. 

(1)  Proper  subject:  An  individual 
who  has  heard  and  believed  the  gos¬ 
pel  of  Christ,  thus  has  been  born  Into 
the  Kingdom  of  Ood.  He  Is  baptized 
because  he  has  been  saved,  not  in 
order  to  be  saved.  It  is  not  baptism  if 
it  precedes  one’s  conversion. 

(2)  Proper  mode:  Immersion.  ’The 
Greek  word  baptiso  mearu  to  dtp  or 
immerse.  It  Is  a  misnomer  to  refer 
to  anything  other  than  immersion 
as  baptism.  The  act  when  properly

Several  years  ago  an  announcer  on 
a  certain  radio  station.  Introduced  a 
series  of  religious  broadcasts  with 
these  significant  words:  “We  believe 
that  the  greatest  need  America  faces 
In  this  critical  hour  is  a  return  to 
the  Bible  and  to  the  faith  of  our  fa¬ 
thers  .  .  And  in  like  vein  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  United  States  said:  “There 
Is  no  problem  facing  our  nation  to¬ 
day,  either  economic,  social,  political, 
religious,  national,  or  international 
but  that  it  can  be  solved  by  a  revival 
of  religion  in  the  hearts  and  homes 
of  our  people." 

A  return  to  a  genuine  faith  in  the 
Bible  will  produce  a  “revival  of  relig¬ 
ion  In  the  hearts  smd  homes  of  our 
people.”  It  was  so  In  the  days  of 
Josiah  (n  Kings  22:23);  it  was  so  in 
the  days  of  Ezra  and  Nehemlah  (Neh. 
8);  it  was  so  in  the  days  of  the  Apos¬ 
tles  (Luke  24:44-47;  Acts  2);  it  was  so 
in  the  days  of  the  Reformation  (Wy- 
cliffe,  ’Tlndale,  Luther);  it  is  true  to¬ 
day. 

We  Must  Believe  It 

The  greatest  need  for  this  critical 
hour  Is  a  return  to  the  fundamental 
principles  of  the  Bible.  Before  it  can 
lay  hold  on  our  lives,  it  must  lay  hold 
on  our  hearts.  One  of  the  few  things 
which  ever  caused  Jesus  to  wonder 
was  the  unbelief  of  men.  “He  mar¬ 
velled  (wondered)  because  of  their 
unbelief.”  (Mark'6:6).  And  in  the  light 
of  the  multiplicity  of  evidence  to  con¬ 
firm  it,  Jesus  no  doubt,  still  marvels 
at  man’s  unbelief  with  regard  to  the 
Bible. 

If  one  does  not  believe  the  Bible, 
bow  can  he  pattern  his  life  according 
to  Its  teachings?  If  the  preacher  does 
not  believe  it,  how  can  he  lead  others 
to  have  faith  In  it?  For  a  preacher  to 
pose  8is  a  minister  of  Ood’s  Word  and 
ttien  deny  its  authenticity,  is  the 
worst  type  of  q;>lrltual  treason! 

Let  us  then,  with  open  eyes,  open 
minds,  and  open  hearts  accept  the 
message  of  the  Bible  without  shame 
and  without  apology, 
j  We  Most  Proclaim  It 

'  The  Bible  is  a  book  of  preaching.  It 
was  intended  to  be  preached  as  the 
"power  of  Ood  unto  salvation  to  eve¬ 
ryone  that  belleveth.”  It  is  no  secret 
that  modem  Christianity  needs  a  re¬ 
birth  of  great  preaching,  and  great 
preaching  is  impossible  apart  from 
the  Bible.  In  the  pioneer  days  of 
America  the  frontier  preacher  carried 
few  books  in  his  saddle  bags,  but  one 
book  was  the  Bible.  Upon  it  he  built 
a  foundation  safe  and  sure  for  a  rising 
nation.  If  the  nation  of  tomorrow  is 
to  equal  that  of  yesterday.  It.  too,  must 
be  founded  upon  the  rock  of  “my 
words”  which  "shall  not  pass  away." 

A  friend  of  mine  was  asked  recently 
by  another  preacher  if  he  could  sug¬ 
gest  to  him  some  good  book  of  ser¬ 
mons.  His  reply  was,  “Have  you  tried 
the  Bible?”  Have  you?  Well,  brother, 
try  it!  Dig  deep  into  Its  treasures. 
Delve  long  into  its  mysteries.  Feast 
heartily  in  ite  storehouse.  Drink  eag¬ 
erly  of  its  spring.  And  then  come 
forth  with  unquestioning  faith  to 
preach  it  with  all  your  soul.  " 

We  Must  Teach  the  Bible 

A  study  of  the  Bible  results  in  a 
genuine  renewal  of  Interest  in  relig¬ 
ion.  When  the  Law  of  Moses  was  dis¬ 
covered  in  the  temple,  its  message 
brought  Josiah  and  his  people  to  their 
knees  and  a  great  revival  began.

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.— (ANS)— A  biU 
proposing  to  ban  liquor  advertising  from 
interstate  commerce  was  killed  by  the 
Senate  Interstate  and  Foreign  Com¬ 
merce  committee.  'The  committee,  by  a 
T  to  6  vote,  decided  against  reporting 
to  the  floor  the  measure  sponsored  by 
Sen.  William  Langer  (R.-N.  D.) 

Earlier  in  the  sessioa,  the  committee 
had  voted  6-3  against  reporting  the  bill 
to  the  floor,  ’Three  members  who  were 
absent  at  that  time  protested  that  they 
did  not  get  a  chance  to  express  them¬ 
selves  as  favoring  the  bill. 

Although  the  second  vote  definitely 
kills  the  legislation  for  this  session,  it 
indicated  the  possibility  that  Congress 
may  act  to  curb  Uquor  advertising  if  a 
bill  somewhat  less  comprehensive  than 
the  Ijinger  measure  is  pressed. 

Bishop  Wilbur  E.  Hammaker,  execu¬ 
tive  vice-president  of  the  Methodist 
Board  of  Temperance,  has  indicated 
that  temperance  leaders  will  call  a 
meeting  early  In  the  fall  to  plan  a  uni¬ 
fied  strategy  for  the  election  campaign 
in  November.

We  mast  live  it.  If  we  believe  that 
souls  are  lost,  we  must  seek  to  win 
them.  If  we  believe  that  Ood  is  Ood, 
we  must  serve  Him.  If  we  believe  that 
the  principles  of  the  Bible  are  true, 
we  must  live  by  them. 

"The  value  of  your  Bible  Is  not  fixed 
by  the  binding,  by  the  type  of  paper 
on  which  it  is  printed,  or  by  the 
“Helps”  attached  to  It.  There  were 
more  than  30  million  copies  of  the 
Bible  sold  last  year.  But  unless  they 
are  properly  used,  all  of  them  put  to¬ 
gether  will  not  be  on  a  par  value  with 
the  manuscript  which  in  the  Middle 
Ages  was  chained  to  a  reading  desk 
In  the  cathedral  that  men  might 
stand  In  line  for  hours  for  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  reading  It  for  IS  minutes. 

The  Bible  Is  the  Eternal  Word 
Upon  it  we  can  reconstruct  our 
whole  way  of  life.  The  Bible  will 
deepen  our  spiritual  life;  it  will  lead 
to  concern  for  a  lost  world;  it  will 
revitalize  the  preacher  and  his 
preaching;  It  will  convict  the  lost, 
and  it  will  guide  us  all  through  this 
vale  of  shadows  onto  the  mountain  top 
of  Ood’s  presence  and  glory.  Only  thus 
can  our  present  world  be  saved  from 
ruin,  and  only  thus  can  the  world  of 
tomorrow  be  so  constructed  that  ths 
woes  of  our  generation  shall  not  re¬ 
turn  to  our  ehlldren  and  our  chil¬ 
dren’s  children.
